SECTION I 


The economic outlook in the United States and leading competitor nations is indicated in the 
following comments based on statements from qualified governmental and nongovernmental 
sources. They have been selected to present a sampling of available assessments of current 
trends in key economies. The Department of Commerce takes no official position on the views 
expressed on foreign economies. 


UNITED Real growth in the gross national product (GNP) is projected to average 

STATES about 2% percent for the 4 quarters of 1979, a lower rate than the 4.3 per- 
cent growth from fourth quarter 1977 to fourth quarter 1978 but positive 
throughout the year. Expansion will be bolstered by the recently enacted 
tax bill, as the effect of the tax cut helps sustain consumer expenditures in 
the first half of the year. Housing starts are expected to decline and growth 
of business fixed investment to diminish during the year.

Recent Trends 


This section summarizes economic developments in the United States and abroad based on the 
data in Section III, supplemented by information from other sources. 


Real gross national product (GNP) in the United States advanced 6.1 percent at an annual rate 
in the fourth quarter. The strong growth rate followed a moderate 2.6 percent third quarter 
rise following the sharp upturn in April-June. Growth also moderated in the third quarter in 
Germany, Britain, and Canada. German and Canadian real GNP growth slowed after an upsurge 
in April-June, and Britain’s gross domestic product (GDP) followed the same pattern. The Jap- 
anese product grew about 4 percent at an annual rate in the third quarter, the same rate as in 
the preceding 3 months. In Italy, however, GDP which had leveled off in April-June, rose again 
in the third quarter. 


U.S. and German industrial production increased at slower rates in the fourth quarter than in the 
preceding 3 months, while Japanese output, after a sluggish third quarter, expanded modestly. 
Italy reported an exceptional 6.1 percent quarterly increase following modest gains in the two 
preceding quarters. In contrast, both Dutch and British production declined in the last quarter. 


U.S. exports, after only moderate growth in 1976 and 1977, rose 18 percent in 1978. Measured 
in current U.S. dollars, Japan, Britain, and France reported year-to-year increases of 21-22 per- 
cent. (Measured in national currencies however, Japan’s exports dropped by 5¥2 percent while 
those of Britain were up 10¥2 percent and of France, 12 percent.) German exports advanced 
one-fifth (4 percent in D-marks) to $142 billion, nearly the same level as U.S. sales to foreign 
countries. Canadian exports grew rapidly after a modest expansion in 1977. The rate of growth 
in U.S. imports, which averaged closed to 25 percent in 1976-77, slowed to 17 percent. In con- 
trast, foreign purchases of other principal trading nations accelerated in U.S. dollar terms. 
After a slowdown in growth in 1977, French and German imports rose 17-20 percent, (versus 
10-15 percent in 1977); Japan’s, 14 percent (10Y2 percent in 1977); and Canada’s, about 10 
percent (4 percent in 1977). The two-year upward trend in British import growth continued in 
1978. In national currencies, Japan’s imports declined by 10 percent and other countries’ 
imports (except Canada) advanced only moderately. The U.S. trade balance in 1978 was in deficit 
by $28.5 billion, but a trend toward smaller deficits, which began with an improvement in April- 
June, continued in the last half of the year. Trade balances of other major trading countries 
showed either bigger surpluses or smaller deficits. 


The U.S. rate of unemployment declined to 5.8 percent by the fourth quarter of 1978 from 6.6 
percent in the final quarter of 1977. Most of the decline occurred early in the year. The British 
October-December rate averaged less than 6 percent in the final quarter of 1977. Most of the 
decline occurred early in the year. The British October-December rate averaged less than 6 
percent after a steady decline throughout the year and the German unemployment rate de- 
creased slightly. In contrast, the Japanese jobless rate increased to slightly over 2 percent. Can- 
ada registered 8.2 percent unemployed, the highest percentage among the major economies. 


Consumer prices decelerated in 1978 in the major industrial countries other than United States 
and Canada. The U.S. inflation rate rose to 7.7 percent from 6.5 percent in 1977 and Canadian 
inflation rose from 8 to 8.9 percent. The consumer price increase in Japan slowed to less than 
4 percent and in the United Kingdom to 8.3 percent, about half the 1977 rates. Inflation also 
decreased in Germany to 2.6 percent, in France to 9 percent, and in Italy to 12 percent.

The trade data are not neces- 
sarily comparable from coun- 
try to country, primarily be- 
cause of variations in the 
valuation of imports which in 
some instances exclude freight 
and insurance charges. U.S. 
foreign trade statistics exclude 
the trade of the Virgin Islands, 
Guam and other U.S. 
possessions, and exclude U.S. 
trade with these areas. U.S. 
export totals exclude military 
grant aid. Beginning 1974, 
U.S. imports are reported by 
the Bureau of the Census on 

a c.i.f. and an f.a.s. transaction 
value basis, as well as on the 
Customs value basis. Prior to 
1974, the c.i.f. values are esti- 
mates based on Bureau of 
Customs—Bureau of Census 
studies of U.S. imports in 
1970-72; the figure for 1973 is 
estimated from these studies.

(payments value) exports and 
imports are on an adjusted 
f.o.b. basis as presented by 
the governments in official 
trade announcements.

52, 73, 76, 79 and 82).

Shares in export markets for 
total trade are measured as 
percentages of total exports 
from the free world (i.e., ex- 
cluding exports from Com- 
munist areas). An additional 
U.S. series measures our share 
as a percent of free-world ex- 
ports excluding foreign coun- 
tries’ shipments to the U.S. 
(Tables 49 and 50). 


11. 

Shares in export markets for 
manufactures are measured as 
percentages of exports of 
manufactures from the 14 
major industrial countries. 
Beginning 1971 the shares— 
based on export-weighted 
exchange rates—are calculated 
from data for five commodity 
groups exported from each of 
the 14 countries, using the 
official exchange rates for 
each period vis-a-vis 67 prin- 
cipal markets. Values for 
United States, Canada, and 
United Kingdom include re- 
exports. The six commodity 
groups are chemicals, non- 
electric machinery, electric 
machinery, transport equip- 
ment, basic manufactures, and 
other manufactures. The 14 
nations are United States, 
Austria, Belgium-Luxembourg, 
Canada, Denmark, France, 
Federal Republic of Germany, 
Italy, Netherlands, Norway, 
Sweden, Switzerland, United 
Kingdom, and Japan.

Ratios of exports and imports 
to GNP and production are 
measured in terms of current 
prices. Production covers all 
goods originating in agricul- 
ture, forestry, hunting, fishing, 
mining, quarrying, and manu- 
facturing—i.e., the sum of na- 
tional accounts industry com- 
ponents on a value added 
basis excluding transportation, 
wholesaling, retailing, other 
services, and government en- 
terprises. The U.S. production 
series for all goods is com- 
parable to that for other coun- 
tries. An additional U.S. series 
relates to the value of final 
sales of durable and nondura- 
ble goods to the ultimate con- 
sumer, plus the value of the 
net change in inventories held 
by private business. Ratios 
based on the final sales con- 
cept are more commonly used 
for comparisons with U.S. ex- 
ports and imports, but similar 
data are not available for 
foreign countries. (Table 53 to

Indexes of wholesale prices 
and consumer prices are in 
terms of national currencies. 
Coverage is not strictly com- 
parable from country to coun- 
try. Wholesale prices of manu- 
factured goods refer to dura- 
ble and nondurable manufac- 
tures including food industry 
products and processed fuels, 
except French prices which 
relate to industrial products 
only (Tables 63 to 71). 


15. 

Changes from period to period 
in the unit value indexes for 
total exports, exports of man- 
ufactures, and imports may 
reflect differences in the 
product mix rather than price 
changes. German and Japanese 
price indexes are also pre- 
sented based on the contract 
price of total exports and 
imports. The unit value in- 
dexes, based on official reports 
of foreign trade shipments 
and arrivals, differ in coverage 
and lag the price indexes by 
about 2 months. Indexes in

Money supply (M,) includes 
currency in circulation and 
demand, savings, and short- 
term time deposits of com- 
mercial banks in terms of 
national currencies.

The balance on current ac- 
count is an aggregate of 
international transactions in 
goods, services, and govern- 
ment and private unrequited 
transfers (Tables 86 and 87). 


18. 

Direct investment net capital 
flows consist of purchases and 
sales of equity interest in for- 
eign enterprises, and capital 
movements between corpora- 
tions and their foreign affili- 
ates. The figures include in- 
vestments in foreign affiliates 
of funds borrowed abroad by 
the parent companies. Rein- 
vestments of undistributed 
earnings of foreign corpora- 
tions are included except in 


data for Canada, Italy, and 
the Netherlands. Data are not 
strictly comparable from 
country to country, e.g., 
enterprises in which there is 
direct investment are in- 
cluded in U.S. data when the 
proportion of equity owner- 
ship amounts to 10 percent or 
more for investment in the 
U.S.; Canada includes such 
enterprises generally when 
ownership exceeds 50 percent 
(Tables 88 to 91). 


19. 

Reserves include official hold- 
ings of gold, special drawing 
rights (SDR’s), the reserve 
position in the International 
Monetary Fund and foreign 
exchange. Gold holdings are in 
terms of SDR 35 per troy 
ounce converted at the pre- 
vailing U.S. $/SDR rates. Data 
shown for the U.S., French, 
and Itaiian holdings differ from 
the national valuations—the 
official U.S. valuation based on 
$42.22 per ounce beginning
